' The forcj^oitig ode hath been much] admir- 
ed by the lovers of northern licerattire. The 
historian esteems it for the light it throws upon 
several anrienc transai£lions , and the poet is en- 
tertain'd with the sinij;iilarity of its composition. 
Even the Christian may learn a lesson from the 
arftic Tyrtaus^ "When lie reflets on the natural 
ferocity of the human mind; its dark concep- 
tions of Deity ; and the gross notions which ic 
forms of future happiness, he will be the mora' 
inclinable to set a just value on the discoveries 
of revelation. 

Regner-t king of Denmark, is generally be- 
lieved to have flourished in the vin. tho' theMs. 

of F/rtte_y places his birth in the beginning of 
the IX, century. After a variety of adventures 
he was at last made prisoner by EUa a 'Northuvi^ 

hrian prince. He was condemned to die by the 
bite of vipers , and , durino; the operation of 
their poison, is reported to have sung the Loi% 
hrokar "iiHida^ 
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To maintain tliat a poem, wliicK^ fov ccn-. 
turies, must have floated on the breath of oral 
tradition, still .retains s': precisely*, its original 
fonn would be a yain'nttempt. There is, how- 
ever, no iiriprdbability that Ke;,7/e;-slioii*d finish 
his career with 'a'rccital of his ci£lionS.
